City hall observers noted 


that the popular community 
activities building proposal 
was popular in all parts of the 
city, getting the necessary two- 
thirds vote in all but two of 
the city’s 28 precincts. 

The “1000 automatic no vote 
barrier” appeared to be brok- 
en, too. Campaigners for the 
bond issue had stressed that 
passage of the measure would 
result in no tax rate increase, 
since bonds will be retired out 
of sales tax funds. 

The bond issue campaign- 
ers had theorized that it 
would be necessary to get at 
least 3000 voters to the polls, 
to cancel out the “automatic 
noes.” With a total of 3513 
voters casting ballots, they 
got their margain and more. 

Only at precincts at O’Connor 
and Willow School did the 
measure fail to achieve its ma- 
jority. 3 

Major Max Borchert, chal- 
lenging candidate who was not 
elected, showed more strength 
than at least one of the candi- 
dates who ultimately was 
elected, in four precincts. Most 
of these were in areas which 
would be affected by a pro- 
posed freeway route by the 
state highway commission. 

This was a good turnout, con- 
sidering that his campaign was 
a personal one, according to 
observers. 

Bonge’s. strength also was a 
surprise. He had campaigned 
actively, and got. more. votes 
than Belangie—the vote-get- 
ting leader four years ago—in 
24 precincts of the total. His 
support was general through- 
out the city. 

Voting was light at three 
precincts in the Belle Haven 
area, at the city council cham- 
bers precinct serving Stanford 
Village, at Willow School, and 
at the Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict office at 555 Glenwood 
Avenue, 


The Stanford Village pre- 
cinct, set up to serve 320 regis- 
tered voters, attracted only 15 
ballot-casters during the en- 
tire day.

Questions About Air

The recent headlines that 
told of our county planning 
director severely criticizing the 
plan to buy the San Carlos 
Airport have been misinter- 
preted in several quarters. 

Frank Skillman did propose 
to County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings that “rational study” be 
made of the million-dollar-plus 
purchase before any definite 
action is taken. Stallings quick- 
ly agreed that such a study is 
needed and it is likely that the 
San Mateo County Develop- 
ment Association will probe 
the benefits and liabilities that 
the airport could bring under 
county ownership. 

Skillman sugges te e ed 


the 


study, although the planning 
commission had _ previously 
recommended the purchase. 


The planning director said it 
should be determined definite- 
ly “whether the airport is 
worth as much to the county as 
we would have to pay for it.” 

He pointed out that the pro- 
posed investment of about 
$1,800,000—less a federal grant 
—would serve some 1000 coun- 
ty residents and from that 
angle the purchase may be 
hard to justify. He further 
pointed out that the small air- 
ports are valuable assets when 
located close to industry or 
commercial areas and the 
study should — determine _ the 


value. 
While Skillman may have 
questioned the purchase 


from several angles, his pro- 
posal for an exhaustive study 
was quickly accepted by the 
county officials as the best 
approach. 

Even if the survey comes 
up with an overwhelming 
recommendation for pur- 
chase the county may not be 
able to swing the deal. 

There just isn’t that kind 
of money around and a bond 
issue may or may not be the 
answer.

Speaking of shortages of 
money, Stallings reports that 
the county probably will fall 
about $200,000 short of meet- 
ing even the lowest éstimates 
for the first year sales tax is in 
effect.

While rapid train service 
must be considered a necessity 
in the’ future, grade separa- 
tions and other improvements 
in the county program will 
correct many’ present faults. 
In the meantime county Offi- 
cials should start working with 
Southern Pacific leaders in try- 
ing to improve present ‘com- 
nitite service.

Character’
